OCHESTER, Aug. 23.—At his 
last public appearance before

issues for the campaign of 1912, 
President Taft tonight announced him- 
self unalterably opposed to the “nos- 
trums” of reform which, he declared, 
demagogues and . theoretical extrem- 
ists have advanced for the solution 
of the problem of concentrated 
wealth in this country. 

The President spoke to the veter- 
ans of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public and found in-their struggle of 
fifty years. ago, a striking analogy 
to the one which, he said, now con- 
fronts this nation, although the strug- 
gle of today, he declared, would be 
bloodless. 

“The higher aims for the better- 
ment of society, these new evils 
growing out of the concentration of 
and these combinations. 
which, properly controlled, are a 
great good in the reduction of the 
cost of production,” said the Presi- 
dent, “have invited from the active- 
minded of today suggestions of 
remedies that are so extreme that 
the medicine to many of us secms 
worse than the disease. 

“Those @f us who 

difficulties, find ourselves in the’ mid- 
die of thé road, resisting the ten- 
dency to socialism on the one hand 
and the inertia of reactionary con.

NOT FOR DEMAGOGUES. 

“The present does not bring difii- 
culties so great as you had to meet 
and overcome in ‘61, It may be a 
longer fight because it will not in- 
volve violence or the shedding’ of 
blood; but it must and will be solved 
peacefully and by the earnest effort 
of the level-headed, the practical 
and courageous among and by 


reducing the influence of the dema- 


gogue and the theoretical extremists 
on the one hand, and the reactionary 
influence on the other. Its solution 
will be consistent with the preserva- 
tion of our ancient institutions of 
personal liberty and private property 
under the Constitution. 

“The message that you bear, with 
your experi@nce and your success, to 
those of us struggling now with the 
problem is that, however dark at 
times the situation seems, so long 
as we retain in this country a God- 
fearing, sober, intelligent people, we

ity of the southern bonds issued in 
reconstruction days. These sugges- 
tions have nothing in them. The 
Monroe doctrine is not a justiciable 
policy. It is a purely governmental 
policy which we have followed for a 
century and which has been accepted 
generally by the countries of Eu- 
rope. 
“Sir Edward Grey, the British

CLAIMS SHAVED DOWN. 
The report says of one company: 
“It is impossible in language fitted 
to an official decument aptly to char- 
acterize what seems to have been the 
practices and methods of the indus- 
trial department of this corporation in 
settling with its policy holders. It 
appears to have resorted to every pos- 
sible means, not merely to protect it- 
self against imposition for which it 
could not be criticised, but also and 
more particularly to cut and shave 
down claims apparently without con- 
science and certainly without right.” 
The report further says that only 
two or three of the companies exam- 
ined have been found to be substan- 
tially undeserving of any criticism. 
Three or four others merely show 
in reasonably isolated cases either 
errors in adjustment, or that the bad 
practices of competitors were some- 
times followed. About half of the 
companies examined show serious 
conditions in their claim departments, 
particularly in the adjustment of spe- 
cific claims of considerable amounts; 
while in at least two of such com- 
jes these conditions are so shock- 
ng a@ to call for “immediate and em- 
phatic reforms.” 
THE RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The report concludes with twenty- 
four recommendations, the most im- 
portant of which are: | 

That a standard of health and acci- 
dent provision law be enacted; that 
pro-rating for chunge of occupation 
should be permitted only when the 
insured has actually changed his oc- 
cupation; that the policy fee be abol- 
ished; that all industrial agents and 
collectors be licensed by the State; 
that frequent examinations for the 
covering not only of financial condi- 
tions, but also treatment of policy 
holders, be conducted either by the in- 
dividual States or by a committee of 
the convention and that publicity be 
given to the results of all such exam- 
inations. 
The report recommended that the 
present investigation be continued to 
the end that all companies doing an 
industrial health and eccident busi- 
ness may be examined. 
The commission asks thaf the Con- 
tinental Casualty Company, National 
Casualty Company, and Phenix Pre- 
ferred Accident Company make 
changes of employees connected with 
adjustments.

WHITTIER TRUSTEES ORDER A 
NEW ORDINANCE DRAWN. 


Allegation Is Made That Whittier 
Pays More for Gas Than Any Other 
City of Its Class in Southern Cal- 
ifornia—Man Who Threw Rock 
Found Guilty. | 


WHITTIER, Aug. 23.—<After sev- 
eral unsuccessful attempts to force the 
Southern California Edison Company 
to reduce the rates charged on gas 
and electricity in this city, and suc- 
ceeding only in securing a slight re- 
duction in the price of electricity, the 
City Council has again taken up the 
gas question. City Attorney Holton 
has been instructed to draft an ordi- 
nance which will make it a penal of- 
fence for gas companies to charge the 
consumers of this city more than $1.10 
per 1000. | 

The present rate is $1.35, a rate 
which is higher than any other city 
in Southern California, with the ex- 
ception of three smaller cities who are 
paying $1.50.

IS BREAKING UP. 


Lumber in Form of Log Raft 
Promises to be Lost on Account of 
the Heavy Seas—Second Disaster 
of the Season. 


SAN PEDRO, Aug. 23.—Wireless 
messages received indicate that the 
big log raft owned by the Hammons 
Lumber Company with which the 
steamer Francis H. Leggett, Capt. 
Hall, left Astoria several days ago is 
in grave danger of going to pieces, as 
dii the first one the steamer attempted 
to tow to San Francisco, this season, 
and scattering the ocean highway -with 
innumerable logs, everyone of which 
will constitute serious menace to 
coastwise navigation. The steamers 
Buckman and Charles Nelson report- 
ed by wireless that the craft had 
broken adrift and was showing signs 
of breaking up. The Leggett is stand- 
ing by. 

There is no more capable seaman 
on this coast than Capt. Hall of the 
Leggett, but it takes more than sea- 
manship to handle safely a: tow so 
unwieldy as a log raft when heavy 
weather comes along. The first raft 
host by the Leggett this year contained 
8,000,000 feet of lumber, and went to 
pleces when one of the chains ‘broke 
during a hurricane gale. The second 
raft was towed successfully from the 
Columbia River to San Francisco 
This time the raft got away during 
a northwest gale. The wireless mes- 
sages report a heavy sea running and 
grave fears are entertained for the 
safety of the raft. The Leggett and 
the runaway raft were thirty miles 
south of Cape Blanco and about eight 
miles off shore at 10 o’clock a.m. 
Monday morning.

substation in the city. The specifica- 
tions for the main electrical equip- 
ment, consisting of high tension trans- 
formers, generators and water wheels 
are prepared, and as soon as they can 
be printed will be advertised. 

“In the absence of unforseen delays 
the generating system should be ready 
for operation at the end of December 
of next year, at which time it is 


understood the aqueduct will be in 
operation. 
“It is, therefore, very important 


that provision be made, as soon as 
possible, for a complete municipal 
system for the distribution of such 
electrical energy to the city and its 
inhabitants for the purpose of heat, 
light and power, and it is so recom- 
mended.” 

The bids for this power station and 
its three units, generators and trans- 
forming machinery are to be received 
in October, according to plans of the 
commission. If this statéon is to be 
ready for operation with its transmis- 
sion line to the city transforming sta- 
tion In the San Fernando Valley com- 
pleted, immediate steps must be taken 
to provide a distributing system or the 
plant will be useless for a long time. 

The machinery for the power and 
transforming stations will cost about 
$350,000.

Mother Crazed by Fear of 
Daughter; Both Die. — 


Suicide Pact Pitiful End of 
Faithful Service. 


Had Been Many Y¥ cars With 
County Recorder. 


| Herself driven emporarily insane, 
s0 relatives believe, through watch- 
ing her daughter’s mind failing day 
by day, Mrs. Lydia Garber, aged 62 
a Well-to-do widow, living at No. 
1950 Santee street, persuaded her 
41-year-old daughter, Miss Claudia. 
to enter into a_ suicide pact with 
er. The two took their lives early 
yesterday morning by turning on the 
gas in the bathroom of their home, 
after stuffing up the crevices of the 
doors and windows and locking the 
latter. 

A note left by Mrs. Garber reads: 
“IT want Regina to have all.” It ‘te 
oentet L. A. G., and is followed bs 

ostscript reading: “Don’t blame 
udia,”” and furnishes mute testi- 
mony to the anguish of the mother 
who hour by hour for the past few 
months is thought to have worked 
herself into a mania for self-destruc- 
tion as she watched her daughter's 
mind growing blanker and bianker. 
Attemps to have the couple, who 
have been living alone, to go to a 
Sanitarium, failed, but relatives and 
friends have been keeping close 
watch on them for several weeks. 

It was this constant watchfulness 
that led to the discovery yesterday 
morning of the double suicide. A 
Mrs, Wilson, who lives next door, 
missed the sound of their voices at 
breakfast time, and after a futile ef-

B. S. White, of No. 655 Crocker 
street, Mrs. Garber’s brother. - 

White responded to the summons 
and with Mrs. Wilson, forced his way 
into the house. The almost overpow- 
ering fumes of gas led the searchers 
to the bathroom where mother and 
daughter were found, both _ lifeless, 
the latter’s head resting on her 
mother’s arm. 

This was at 19 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and the Coroner stated that death 
had taken place but a few hours 
previous. The body of the daughter 
was still warm.

Garber’s farewell note, which is 
deemed to be virtually a will, is Mrs. 
Regina Tillet of Pittsburgh. She is 
a sister of Whites. 

The members of the County Re- 
corder’s staff, of which Miss Claudia 
was a member, have no@hing but 
praise for the long and excellent 
service of Miss Claudia. “She has 


| beeing ailing for some time,” said Re-

I$ UPHELD BY COURT. 


the Final Pinch Comes. 


First Blood for Prosecution in Telegraph Tapper's 
_Case—Indications That the Penny “Gernalist” Will 
Try to Lay Blame on Boy Amateur Operators When 


IRST dlood in the E. T. Hari 
F telegraph-tapping case was drawn 
in a goodly quantity yesterday by 
the prosecution, when Judge | Bord- 


attorneys to quash the tlndid 
against the publisher. The 
ing apparently came as a big surprise 
to the defendant and his attarneys, 
and marks the first milestone fn the 
preliminary proceedings a 
victory for the District Attorney. 

Judge Bordwell’s ruling puts the 
quietus to efforts of the defense at- 
torneys to quash the indictment. The 
court stated that while Tuesday's 
argument was based principally on 
the State’s verbal motion to set aside 
certain portions of the defendant's 
affidavit, so closely was it allied with 
the motion to quash that he would 
include both iff his ruling. 

The court thereupon denied the mo- 
tion of the defense to quash the in- 
dictment against the telegraph tapper, 
and also denied the State's motion to 
set aside certain portions of Earl's 
affidavit. While both sides were 
technically remembered by the court, 
the victory gained by the prosecution 
had the effect of sweeping aside one 
of the preliminary obstacles placed 
by the defense in the path of justice. 

In ruling against the motion to 
quash and the motion to set aside 
portions of Earl's affidavit, Judge 
Bordwell smiled broadly at the con- 
tentions of the defense attorneys that 
a conspiracy existed between the 
District Attorney, his attaches and 
members of the grand jury to wreak 
injury upon Earl. He appeared loath 
to use the term “conspiracy” in dis- 
cussing this phase of the question, 
except when he quoted the name of 
the attorneys of Earl's legal staff, 
who had first made use of it. 

Judge Bordwell in discussing the 
motion to quash the indictment 
stated, that prejudice as outlined in 
the defense’'s motion was not suffil- 
cient to quash an indictment. He laid 
particular emphasis on the fact that 
a grand jury is above such a charge, 
and that there is no statute or prece- 
dent in the judicial realm that would 
give him liberty to place such a false 
light about the grand jury delibera- 


It was further outlined by the 
court, that prejudice, bias conspiracy, 
hatred or malevolency or any of the 
other terms employed in Earl's affi- 
davit and motion to quash to describe 
the alleged antipathy that the grand 
jurors and the District Attorney bore 
him, were insufficient to affect the in- 
dictment. The court also brought out 
the fact that it is impossible to dis- 
qualify grand jurors for' the above of- 
fenses, even though the acts be 
proven. 

In order to preserve the remnants of 
the motion to quash the indictment, 
Attorney Meserve for the defense en- 
tered a verbal motion to withdraw 
those portions refering to the District 
Attorney’s and grand jurors’s antipa- 
thy to his client. Judge Bordwell de- 
nied this motion, and the matter was 
so entered upon the record. 

SAYS WIRELESS EVERYBODY'S. 

Immediately after Judge Bordwell 
handed down his dual decision, At- 
torney Ward commenced reading the

It is long, and while less ambiguous 
than either Earl's affidavit or the mo- 
tion to quash the indictment, contains 
little meat. 

Ward argued that no preference is 
made to “wireless telegraph” in the 
statutes. and that therefore from the 
standpoint of law no such contrivance 
exists. He stated that electrical vi- 
brations, electrical pulsations through 
the ether, and mechanisms known as 
a part of the system called “wireless 
telegraphy”’ are common things, and 
unregulated by law. He argued that 
it is a fact of common knowledge that 
a man who owns a piece of ground 
owns the earth underneath and the 
ether above, and that he can do with 
it as he sees fit. 

No law exists in this land accord- 
ing to Ward, that regulates wireless 
telegraphy and its pulsations through 
the ether. He held that electrical 
pulsations are shot through space. 
and that until they reach a point 
within a certain radius of a wireless 


|sraphy is public medium of mes- 
sage transmission, argued Ward. He 
laid special stress upon the state- 
ment that any thing of a public char- 
acter is of necessity open to the 
world and that therefore its ex- 
ploitation is impossible. Ward argued 
that there is no exclusiveness to « 
wireless message, while there is to 
one sent by telegraph or telephone. 


SHIFTS BLAME TO BOYS. 
That Earl, if the extreme is neces- 


sary, will endeavor to saddle the 
Diame of the message exploitation 
Gpon the three boy operators who 


turned it over to him, was evidenced 
when Ward stated that his client had 
mot disclosed the message. He stated 
that it was disclosed to Earl by tho 
amateur operators, and that he only 
Published the message in its disclosed 
form. That a message can be dis- 
closed only once, and that the orig- 
inal disclosure of the message was 
made by the boy operators, were 
Ward's contentions. 
ESSAGES PROTECTED. 

When Ward concluded his argu- 
ment at noon, an adjournment was 
ordered by the court. At 2 p.m., the 
case was taken up again. The defense 
announced that it had rested, and 
Deputy District Attorney Horton 
commenced to set aside the 
murrer, speaking nearly all  after- 
noon. He quoted statute 619 of the 
Penal Code which follows: “Every 
person who wilfully discloses the 
contents of a telephone or telegraph 
Message or any part thereof ad.- 
dressed to another person without 
the permission of such person, and 
unless directed to do so by the law- 
ful order of a court, is punishable by 
imprisonment in the State prison, not 
exceeding five years, or In the County 
Jail not exceeding one year, or by 
fine not exceeding $5000, or by both 
fine and imprisonment.” 

Horton argued inasmuch as the 
English laws are a trifie more ad- 
vanced in their regulation of wireless 
telegraphy we should of necessity take 
cognizance of their judicial prece- 
dence. He cited instances where 
prosecutions had been instituted where 
the rights anJi secrecy of a wireless 
company’s service had heen tampered 
with by private individuals and decis- 
jons in court had been handed down 
against the defendants. He quoted at 
length from the Standard, Century and 
Webster dictionaries and from various 
encyclopedias defining wireless tele- 
graphy. its source, and methods of 
transmission, Horton argued that the 
word “telegraphic” in section 619 of 
the penal code covers and protects 
wireless companies and principally the 
secrecy of messages sent by their 
clients. 

“There is sufficient legal meat in 
that statute,” said Horton, “to protect 
clients of wireless companies from 
having their messages exploited by ir- 
responsible boys and men. The above 
section of the penal code, however,” 
said he, “does not affect the amateur 
wireless operators who gave the mes- 
sage to E. T. Earl to be later ex- 
ploited in one of his newspapers. The 
boys may have done wrong, but the 
defendant in this action committed 
the gravest wrong. He violated the 
statute in exploiting a telegraphic 
message sent by wireless.” 

Horton brought out the fact in a 
forcible manner that section 619 of 
the penal code ts sufficient in its scope 
to cover Earl's violation. “That sec- 
tion,” said Horton, “was framed be- 
fore the protection of wireless tele- 
graph company’s m ex- 
ploitation became common. For an 
amateur to catch a message en route 
from one wireless station to another 
is no crime. according to the present 
reading of the statute, but to have him 
exploit or disclose it to the world or 
his dearest friend, is a violation pun- 
ishable by a prison term. That is 
what Farl did in this instance. He 
did not catch the messwge en route, but 


he exploited it knowing that the per-/ 


sona who gave it to him had no right 
to it. 

“Clients of wireless telegraph com- 
panies should have their messages pro- 
tected from exploitation, as well as 
clients of telephone or telegraph com- 
panies. The State'is represented here 
to protect these clients, and not to

The action of the Board of Public Utili- 
ties turning down the application of H. E. 
Huntington for a franchise for crosstown 
lines on Vernon avenue, Jefferson street and

The necessity 
of crosstown lines has long been recognized 
and they are not to be lost because of 
shady political deals, foolish attempts at 
secrecy or extreme views held by some of- 
ficials as to what kind of equally good rails 
shall be used or what percentage of the 
gross receipts shall be collected by the city.

It is the business of the Council and the 
Huntington interests to get together openly 
and agree on fair terms for the crosstown 
franchises. But it must be remembered 
that crosstown lines will serve the people 
just as well on “T” rails as on “Trilby” 
rails, and that the amount to be derived 
from any reasonable basis of percentage 
payments to the city is of minor concern 
when the greater good of the whole people 
is concerned. The city is not dealing with 
the traction problem as a whole or any new 
system; if it were dictating hard and fast 
terms might be possible. It is asking Hunt- 
ington to connect already profitable lines 
by unprofitable links, and it should be rea- 
sonable if it would get the service needed. 

Last May Lissner wired from New York 
that Mr. Huntington would build a cross- 
town line, using Alvarado street. The ele- 
ments and organs of the administration 
then said this was all right. No new rail, 
percentage or other burden was suggested. 
Lissner was cheered for his conquest of the 
famous traction magnate. There is no dif- 
ference now, except that Mr. Huntington, 
from a nearer point of view (and perhaps a 
clearer one) consents to use Vermont ave- 
nue instead of Alvarado street and lengthen 
the West Side line to First street. We be- 
lieve the service for all the people from this 
new line, or one similar, requires that the 
franchises be granted on conditions that 
have prevailed under the Broughton act. 
Eventually, the municipal railroad will be 
carried to Griffith Park, so this extension 
of the Vermont avenue line is not an es- 
sential of the present deal.

So far as the 
facts were concerned, it was not even nec- 
essary to introduce evidence to establish 
them. Ear! had not only publicly admitted 
them, but had boasted-of his action and re- 
peated it half a dozen times, depending for 
immunity upon his construction of the stat- 
ute. 

Whether the admitted facts constituted a 
public offense it was not for the grand jury 
to say. That question was to be and was 
determined by the District Attorney in the 
first instance and will be determined by the 


court ultimately. It is a question presented 


to the court on a demurrer to the indict- 
ment on the ground that the facts stated in 
the indictment and admitted to be true by 
the defendant do not constitute a public

PTON SINCLAIR'S PROGRAMME. 
Upton Sinclair is the leading apostle 


of socialism in the United States and is 


looked upon as conservative in advocating 

its principles and formulating its plans. 

Unlike other and more radical exponents 

of socialism, he does not insist that social- 

ists shall substitute atheism for religion, 
free love for matrimony, communism for in- 
dividualism with respect to the ownership 
of real and personal property, and a state 
of beatific, all-around cussedness for social 
order. 

His proposition ts more unpractically im- 
practical than any proposed by Karl Marx 
or Belfast Bax. He proposes a scheme of 
compensated confiscation by means of an 
act of Congress declaring that— 

“The people of the United States of 
America, through their representatives 
in Congress assembled, hereby declare 
that the railroads, express companies, 
telegraph, telephone and water power 
companies, oi! industries, mines of 

. whatever description, and all companies 
engaged in the prodvction of steel, iron, 
and lumber, are from this day forth 
the property of the people of the Unit- 
ed States. This includes all raw mate- 
rials, lands, buildings, machinery, 
stocks, bonds, documents, claims and > 
property of whatever description which 
may at the time of the passage of this. 
act be in the possession of the said 
companies. 

“To all holders of bonds and stocks 
in the aforesaid corporations shall be 
issued government certificates which 
shall entitle them to receive from the 
government a payment at the rate of 4 
per cent. per annum upon the average 
market value of their stock as deter- 

“mined by quotations upon it on the first 
day of each.month for one year prior 

"to the date of passage of this act. This 
payment shall be made to the owners 
during their lifetime, to their widows 
during their lifetime, and to their chil- 
dren until they shall be of age.” 

If this scheme shall prevail, Downey Har- 
vey or his receiver in bankruptcy will turn 
over $5,000,000 of stock and bonds in the 
Ocean Shore Railroad Company. Nat Good- 
win has several millions of dollars’ worth 
of the stock of the Rawhead and Bloody 
Bones, Gold, Silver and Copper Mining and 
Reduction Company, and the owners of the 
stock in the Wail, in the Distress and in 
the Hot-Air Consolidated will cheerfully 
part with wagonloads of beautifully en- 
graved stock certificates in exchange for 
United States certificates calling for divi- 
dends at 4 per cent. per annum on what 
might, could, would or should have been 
the market value of these valuable prop- 
erties. To these might be added the value 
of the gold underlying the Arcade depot, 
which has recently been located (the gold, 
not the depot) by an enterprising lady of 
Los Angeles, 

Mr. Sinclair proposes that all property 
thus “acquired” by the United States shall 


thereafter be managed and made profitable 


by committees of three citizens of the Unit- 
ed States, two of whom shall be members 
in good standing of the socialist party. The 
salaries of these officials shall be fixed by 
themselves upon “a fair competitive basis” 
—whatever that may happen to mean. 

Mr. Sinclair clinches and makes effective 
his plan by providing that “No attention 
shall be paid to the decrees or opinions of 
any court concerning this act or its admin- 
istration.” He proposds that the profits of 
this system shell be paid into the United 
S‘ates treasury, and he guards against in- 
ordinate profits by declaring that all tariffs 
and duties upon goods brought into the 
United States shall be abolished. If the 
profits are insufficient to defray the ex- 
penses of government, why, the govern- 
ment can “go to.”

INDICATES FORGERY. 


Day's Proceedings in Dunn Case

Flatly repudiating a document pur- 
porting to be a deed made by the lo-

The 
so-called deed was acknowledge’ to 
Campbell declared that 
he had never signed a deed before =f 
notary in his life.
